He gives h is name as Gerry E. Dan- 
ford; says h e h as been living in Utah 
working for a cattle man named Hardesty. 
He was at Council Bluffs a few days 
wh ere h e worked in cleaning out wells. 
His h ands certainly h ave th e appearance 
of doing much h ard work. 
Ht^was on 
lus way to Blackberry wnere h e lived 
wh en a boy. 
He formerly lived ou Fox 
River, near Geneva. 
He does not know 
wh ere h is folks live; h as not h eard of 
th em fer many years. 
He was never m ar­ 
ried; in appearance is over forty but says 
h e is about th irty-five years of age. 
He 
insisted th at th e railroad men were going 
to kill h im “ as an example to oth er 
tramps.” 
W h en h e waUed away from 
us, and to tie back p art of th e jail, ap ­ 
parently h aving h ad enough of th e inter­ 
view, h e repeated th e remark: 
“ I h ope 
you will not make it very loDg in th e 
newspaper, it cost so much to p ut it into 
type, I h ave h eard.” 
Th is morning we called again ou th e 
prisoner aud h e said th at h e h ad h ad a 
good nigh t’s sleep. 
“ It is a good place 
to sleep,” h e suggested. 
Th e fellow is 
“playing it” or h e is a little off. 
Certain­ 
ly h e is a man of but little intelligence. 
He still insists th at th e railroad men were 
bound to kill h im. 
To use h is own lan­ 
guage: 
“Th ey ch ased me like wolves; 
th ere was a wh ole flock of men with lan­ 
terns.” 
Did you h ear th em say th ey would kill 
you? we asked. 
“N o,” was h is reply, “ not exactly, but 
th ey ran after me; th ey can get out and 
in th e cars so very quick; th ey go over 
th e cars like squirrels. 
1 know th ey 
wanted to kill me.” 
We asked h ow h e knew it was Lincoln’s 
store wh ere h e sh ot th e man and h e said 
th at some Franklin people tokl h im so as 
h e came from Roch elle on th e cars. 
He 
said th at wh en lie got to Lincoln’s store 
h e could get no furth er p.nd turned and 
sh ot. 
He said th at h e knew noth ing 
about cars being broken open th at nigh t 
at Sterling. 
As soon 
we can secure an interview 
with th e railroad men wh o were th ere we 
sh all give th e oth er side of th is affair, and 
th at will probably th row much ligh t upon 
th e matter. 
Th e railroad employes wil 
probably h ave anoth er account to give. 
Th e pistol carried by th e tramp is an ugly 
affair; self cocker and of forty-four cali­ 
ber and styled an Engl is Bulldog.

perfect to the minutest details. We ho d im 
pressed into o ur serv ice fo r the o ccasio n the 
v ery best military talent in this sectio n, and 
were assured o f so mething o v er 20,000 te*ing 
in line at the strike o f the appo inted ho ur, 
and had the state o f the weather permitted 
the parade wo uld hav e been the finest ev er 
kno wn. As it was, ho wev er, no thing was 
left but to abando n it and thus cut o ut o ne <># j 
the mo st pro minent public features o f the 
co nclav e.” 
A great many 
a t the deco ratio ns which 
beautified the buildings o f the city were to rn 
fro m their fastenings by the weight o f water 
and the wind, and generally the rain was a 
great misfo rtune. 
The Grand Encampment o f Knights Tem­ 
plar met at no o n in tin* entertainment lmll o f 
the expo sitio n 
building. 
Mo st 
Eminent 
Grand Master Withers 
being in» iisj>ose<l, 
Deputy Grand Master Ro o me o pened the en­ 
campment Mayo r I).

o f the dlstülerte« tn this city 3,000 cattle t 
now quarantined and guard« stationed to pre­ 
vent any of them being taken away, ha« ex 
cited both interest and consternation in Uve 
stock circles hem. 
The distilleries at which 
the cattle are held are the Chicago, Phoenix , 
Empire and Schufetdt’s, and also at Harvey’s 
farm. The state veterinarian ha« ex amined 
the lungs of two cows which were slaughtered 
and pronounces the 
disease 
undoubtedly 
pleuro-pnemonia. 
Health Commissioner DeWolf said Tues­ 
day: “ The state authorities have the disease 
cooped up, and are making a great fi^ht to­ 
ward stamping it out altogether. 
When the 
3,000 cattle already ex posed to the plague 
shall have been disposed of, either in the beef 
barrel or rendering-tank, the sheds at the dis­ 
tilleries should be burned. 
There must not 
1« a germ of the disease left 
I have 
great 
confidence in the ability of the state author! 
ties to meet the emergency.” 
The autho rities believe the disease will be 
co nfined within the present limits regardless 
o f ho w severe it may pro ve. 
Dr. Case well 
did no t wish to assume any further respo nd 
bility until the state live sto ck co mmissio n in 
vestigated the m atter and gave instructio ns 
as to what shall be do ne, 
In case the disease 
amo ng the cattle at the distillery-feeding sheds 
pro ve« to be co ntagio us, all the expo sed cattle 
will be o rdered killed, and the sheds will 
do ubtless be destro yed. The distillers are aid­ 
ing the state o fficers in every po ssible way to 
co mplete their investigatio n in a tho ro ugh 
manner. So me o f the cattle men argue there 
sho uld be an expert examinatio n made at the 
sto ck-yards o f all the cattle bro ught there fo r 
sale, as all the cattle pass thro ugh that 
market. 
Mr. J. H. Sanders, o f The Breeders’ Ga­ 
zette, regarding the disease which is causing 
?ueh widespread interest and po ssible co n­ 
sternatio n, had the fo llo wing to say Tues­ 
day: “The plague first made its appearance 
in this neighbo rho o d abo ut two years ago . 
when it was bro ught by so me Jersey cattk 
fro m a herd belo nging to a Mr. Dye, o f Tro y, 
Ohio . 
It was said tlurt the cattle o riginally 
came fro m Baltimo re, Md., but tliat was 
denied, and the o nly thing certain abo ut 
the m atter is that the cattle came fro te

These 
diseased cattle were so ld at public auctio n 
at Virginia City, in this state, and the infec.

made at that time to stamp o ut the disease by 
quarantine and vigo ro us measures, but cattk

ing the fruits o f their industry, and there 
co uld be no permanent peace, no return o f 
pro sperity there until the hardships which 
the farmers were co mpelled to bear were 
who lly remo ved.

He was such a queer-looking old gentleman 
that the writer paused in his walk to examino 
him more closely. 
He was standing 
in tho 
doorway of one of those dimly lighted book 
stores which line Nassau street, between Ful­ 
ton and Ann, eagerly scanning the pages of a 
hoary volume through his old-fashioned gold 
spectacles. 
His wide-awake straw hat had 
drifts! back to the ajwx of his crown, and 
had anchored itself permanently among tlio 
straggling strands of 
snowy hair which 
caressed the frayed collar of his alpaca coat. 
His white waistcoat was unbuttoned, and the 
ends of the black silk handkerchief which 
served him in lieu of a necktie bristled de­ 
fiantly. 
“I have just made an astounding discovery, 
sir,'’ remarked the old gentleman. 
“Have the 
kindness to look at this book and tell me what 
you think of it.” 
It was one of a set of four volumes of the 
works of Pliny the Younger, published in 
Strasbourg in 1570. 
Tho tyi» o was good and 
the book was in fair condit ion. The binding 
was vellum, and four tiny strings of sheepskin 
hung from the corners, in order that the 
reader might tie the volume up securely when 
ho was done with it. Thousands of just such 
books may bo seen any day exposed for sale 
on the quays at Paris. They are the outr 
scourings of the early French and German 
printing houses, and can bo purchased for a 
few francs. The writer did not see anything 
extraordinary about the book, and he said so 
frankly. 
BESIDE TIJ E LETTER PRESS. 
Then the old gentleman chuckled. 
“There 
Is something in a book beside the letter 
press, 
the printer’s name and the date,” he said 
“See here:” and with that he gingerly lifted 
up the edge of the vellum binding and ex 
poeed the fragments of two or three sentences 
inscribed upon it in black letter, with hero 
and there an illuminated capital rich in ara­ 
besque and gilding. 
“That,” declared the old gentleman, with 
an air of triumph, after surveying the crabbed 
scrawl critically for a few moments, “was 
originally a missal transcribed with laborious 
care by some Twelfth century monk in the 
seclusion of the scriptorium of a mediaeval 
cloister, The old fellow probably took four 
or five years to complete i t 
“I tell you there was some chance of a man 
writing a book that was fit to read when he 
knew beforehand that it would take four or 
five months to complete every single copy 
that was exposed for sale. 
“There have been great changes in the pub­ 
lishing business since I gave it up,” he re­ 
marked with a quaver in his voice, “changes, 
to my mind, for the better. One of my chief 
objections to printing 
used to be that it did 
away with all that was beautiful in books. 
What can compare in beauty with the Tenth 
century missal? Tho gospels inscril>ed in sil­ 
ver and gold letters on purple vellum; overy 
capital a flower garden, and tho very margin 
glorious with parti-colored figures of men, 
birds, beasts and fishes. 
Btill, this objection 
of mine is slowly melting away. You see, in 
iny day the books we printed never had any 
illustrations to speak of. A few wood cuts, 
perhaps, and more rarely a steel line engrav­ 
ing, and that was all.” 
CHANGE IN BOO KM A KING. 
The old gentleman was right; thirty years 
has wrought a marvelous change in book- 
making. 
Photogravure and tho wonderful 
Ives process, by which a fac-simile plate is 
produced direetly from the object, have come 
to the publishers’ aid. Etching has taken the 
place of the old steel lino engraving to a cer­ 
tain extent, and probably 
111011' are not one- 
tenth as many steel engravings produced an­ 
nually now as there were ten years ago. Only 
last year an art critic wrote that the people 
who prefer line engravings to etchings are 
tho same people who prefer white marble 
mantels and horsehair furniture to carved 
oak and velvet plush. 
Fifty processes exist 
to-day where there were but one or t wo be­ 
fore, and if their development equals their 
promise the book of the future will indeed be 
a marvelous production. 
One would naturally suppose that tho in­ 
creased facilities afforded by these multitudi­ 
nous processes would minimize the cost of 
preparing a book for the market ; but such is 
not the case. 
Each publisher vies with his 
competitors in making the work upon which 
he is for the moment engaged as elaborate os 
possible. 
Where formerly a few simple wood 
cuts were deemed all that were necessary he 
now presents the reader with half a dozen 
etchings or engravings, and thus ho is called 
upon to expend an almost incredible sum be­ 
fore any return is obtained. 
Georgo P. Put­ 
nam, the father of the present publisher, is­ 
sued an artist’s edition of Washington Irving’s 
“Sketch Book” in 1867. It contained 132 illus­ 
trations, all wood cuts, and Mr. Putnam paid 
out $2.>,000 before he got back one cent. In 
those days this was considered a fabulous sum 


C ity M a il D e liv e r y In 10M0. 
“In 108'» such a thing as a postman or a 
carrier walking ten or fifteen hours a day 
delivering mail m atter will never be heard of,

may be, with a pneumatic tube large enough 
to carry a good-sized package. At present 
such a system of delivery cannot 
Ik* put into 
practice because it would be too expensive. 
A century hence civilization will rise to such a 
high and pmsjierous point that a system of 
quick delivery by means of pneumatic tut>e« 
will certainly be in vogue. 
It could Ikj done 
now, only it would bankrupt a city. Thu 
tub» * from Twenty-third street to the Western 
Union building shows how nicely it works. 
A letfc* r or telegraphic message takes just two 
seconds to go the two and a half miles. The 
qui: kest means of transit are sure to Ik? adopt­ 
ed in the long run. It Is the evolution of pro­ 
gress and nothing can stop it short of the uni­ 
verse. 
Not only will private house« have 
these tubes, but all of our large cities will l» e 
pneumatically connected. Chicago will l» e 
perhaps Urn seconds by letter from Now York 
and San Francisco a minute or so. 
It will 
change a great many thing* and do away 
wit!i tho iteam cars as a maK carrier. The 
system i? yet in its infancy.—New York Mail 
and Express.
